President Wilson Appeals to Railroad 


» 


Managers and Brotherhood Lead- 
ers to Come to Agreement—As Last 
Resort President May Ask Congress 
for 8-Hour Day Legislation 


WASHINGTON, 
Aug. H.—Prospects 


for averting a nation-wide railway 
strike, or at least for the formulation 
of some tentative program which will 
ae the groundwork for further negotia- 
tion, brightened today after President 
Wilson hi!d conferred with 35 chiefs of 
Lhe brotherhoods. 


After the conference, the brotherhood 


men declared the president's grasp of 
the situation and the position of the 
men might result in an understanding 
being reached, and others in touch with 
the conference said the representatives 
of the men showed a disposition to co- 
operate to avoid a strike. 


After hearing the leaders of the men 


two hours, the president sent for tho 
managers for a conference at 3 o'clock 
this afternoon. How far whatever prog- 
ress made at the conference with the 
men can go toward averting a break 
cannot be determined until after 
the 


president confers with the managers' 
committee. 
' 


The discussion this morning, it was 


learned, centered largely about the pos- 
sibility of reaching an agreement on 
some form of arbitration and particular 
attention was paid to the subjects to 
be arbitrated. 


It was considered 
possible that a 


tentative agreement would provide for 
arbitration of the demands of tho men 


for an S-hour day and for time and a 
half overtime, with the elimination of 
tho counter proposals of the employers. 


The railroads have wanted to arbi- 


trate, their counter proposals and that 
the men resist. They were first in- 
clined to arbitrate their own demands 
but later indicated their disinclination 
to arbitrate anything. 
The president's conference with tho 


men was opened with a statement by 
A. B. Garrctson of tho conductors, as 
spokesman. 
He outlined tho demands 


for an S-hour day and time and a half 
for overtime. He Insisted that tho de- 
mands were fair.

HOMES FOR WORKERS 


Bridgeport, Conn., 
has been con- 


fronted with a problem that is of in- 
tense interest to all cities—the problem 
of providing homes 
for workers. 
In 


the early days of the Bridgeport muni- 
tions boom there was a demand for 
skilled workers and they trooped, into 
the city from all directions. Then it 
was discovered that they could not be 
accommodated and the city authorities, 
chamber of commerce and civic socie- 
ties generally feared that the benefit of 
the business boom would be lost with- 
out appropriate homes, especially 
as 


many of the highest paid workers were 
obliged to leave their families else- 
where. 


With the active co-operation, of the 


city officials, the chamber of commerce 
took up the vital problem and in con- 
sequence the Bridgeport Housing com- 
pany was formed which, after looking 
at the matter from every angle, has 
hit on a practical plan. This company 
will pool the cost, erect the homes on a 
large scale and then sell and let them 
to the workers. A million dollars will 
be expended In the first series of build- 
Ing operations and it is expected that 
the like will be done again and again. 
Bridgeport is Jubilant at the result and 
as one of its most Influential papers 
says: "It will help to make the park 
city something infinitely 
better 
and 


more enduring than a park city—a 
home city. 


The greatest advantage of this ar- 


rangement is that- It will give those 
who are to benefit by it high standards 
with which to start.

000 or 17,3 Per Cent in Five 
Years—Materials Cost More 


A preliminary statement of the gen- 


eral result* of the census 
of manu- 


factures for the United Slates has been 
issued by Director Sam It. Rogers of 
the bureau of the census, department 
of commerce. It 
consists 
of a sum- 


mary comparing the figures for 1000 
and 1014, by totals, prepared under the 
direction of William M. Steuart, chief 
statistician for manufactures. 


The figures are preliminary and sub- 


ject to such change and correction- as 
may bo found necessary from a further 
examination of the original reports. 


Tho census of 1014, like that of 1905 


with reference to manufacturers, ex- 
cluded the hand trades, 
the 
building 


trades and the neighborhood industries, 
and took account only of establishments 
conducted under tho factory system. In 
tha last census, also, as in that for 1505, 
statistics were not collected for estab- 
lishments having products for the cen- 
tus year valued at less than $500, ex- 
cept that reports were taken for estab- 
lishments idle during a portion of the 
census year, or which began operations 
during that year, and whose products 
for such reason were valued at less 
than $500. 


The word "establishment" as used In 


the census report may mean more than 
one mill or plant, 
provided they arp 


owned or controlled and operated by a 
cingle individual, partnership, corpora- 
tion, or their owner or operator, and 
are located in the same town or city. 


The reports were taken for the calen- 


dar year ending Dec. 31, 1314, wherever 
the system of bookkeeping permitted 
figures for that period to bo secured, 
but when the fiscal year of an establish- 
ment differed from the calendar year a 
'report was obtained for tho operations 
of that establishment for its fiscal year 
falling most largely within the calen- 
dar year 1014. 


The population of the United States 


at the census of 1910 was 91,972,266, 
and it is estimated that it was OS,781,- 
000 on July 1, 1914. 


The summary shows Increases at the 


census of 1914, as compared with that 
for 1005, for all Items except proprie- 
tors and firm members, 
for which a 


Blight decrease is shown. 


In the order 
of their importance, 


from a percentage standpoint, the in- 
creases for the .several Items rank as 
follows: Salaries, 37.2 per cent; capital, 
23.7 per cent; salaried employes, 22 per 
cent;

enterprises. In the final bulletins and 
reports the rental paid for such prop- 
erty will be shown separately. 


Tho cost of materials used was $11,- 


368,085,000 in 1014. as against 512,142,- 
791,000 in 1309, an Increase of 52,225,- 
2£tS,000, or 18.3 per cent. The average 
cost of materials per establishment was 
approximately $52.000 in 1914 and $15,- 
000 in 1909. Ih addition to the com- 
ponent materials which enter into the 
products, of the establishment for the 
census year there are Included the cost 
of fuel, mill supplies, and rent of power 
and heat. The cost of materials, how- 
ever, does not include unusued mate- 
rials and supplies bought either 
for 


speculation or for use during a subse- 
quent period. 


The census inquiry does not Include 


amounts 
paid for miscellaneous ex- 


penses such as rent of oilices, royalties, 
insurance, ordinary repairs, 
advertis- 


ing, traveling 'expenses, or 
allowance 


for depreciation. 


The value of products was $24,246,- 


323.000 in 1914 and 
520,572,1)52,000 
In 


191)9, the increase being {3,574,271.000, 
or 17.3 per cent. The average per es- 
tablishment was approximately §88,000 
In 1914 and 577,000 In 1909. 


The value of products represents their 


selling value or price at tho plants as 
actually turned out by the factories 
during tho census year and does not 
necessarily 
have any relation to tho 


amount of. sales for that year. The 
values under this head also include 
amounts received for work 
done 
on 


materials furnished by others. 


The value added by manufacture rep- 


resents the difference between the cost 
of materials used and the value of the 
products manufactured from them. The 
\alue 
added 
by manufacture was 


59,878,234,000 in 1914 and 58,520,261,000 
in 1903, the increase being $1,348,973,- 
000, or 16.S per cent. The value added 
by manufacture formed 40.7 per cent of 
the total value of products in 1914, and 
41.3 per cent In 1909. 


The salaries and wages amounted to 


$5,367,249,000 in 1914 and to 54,365.613.- 
003 in 1909. tho increase being $1,001,-

and freight on the 228 railway sys- 
tems of the United States. The critical 
state of affairs was Indicated by the 
anxiety displayed in every big industry 
which would be crippled by the failure 
of transportation. 


Authorities here declared that while 


:he national labor laws gave the pres- 
(lent no right to interfere officially the 
broad police powers vested in him gave 
lim authority to put soldiers on the 
:rains and even to declare martini law 
f he believed the peril of the situation 
called for such drastic measures. At- 
tention was called to the last national 
;ailroad strike in 1894, when President 
Cleveland used the regular army to 
guard locomotives and cars.

"Thomas H. Kelly of New York and

relief fund In Ireland. They were pro- 
vided with American passports issued 
by the state department and vised by 
the British consul general In New York. 


"Before the issue o£ the passports. 


George Gillespie of New York, attorney 
for Mr. Kelly and chairman of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the Irish relief 
fund, was placed in possession of brief 
biography of Messrs. Kelly and Smith 
for the Information and guidance of the 
state department, and he had several 
telephonic interviews with Mr. Polk, 
counsellor of the state department, and 
advised him of the purpose of tht visit 
of Messrs. Kelly and Smith to Ireland, 
and their character and reputation, had 
been discussed by him with the British 
ambassador in Washington, apparently 
In a manner satisfactory to all con- 
cerned.

cal firns whose employes enlisted for 
Bervlce on the Mexican border 
have 


agreed to take care of the dependents 
eft behind and have greatly relieved 
the strain coming on the patriotic fund 
Announcement that these firms would 
care for the dependents was made Sat- 
urday and it was mainly through the 
efforts of Clinton O. Andrews, chair- 
man of the finance committee of the 
fund, that this action was taken by 
the corporations.

vious to enlistment.
